Voting spree ends; Council 


to purchase cars in city 


The Lompoc City Council disregard­ 
ed four out of town low bids and award­ 
ed all city vehicle purchase bids to Lom­ 
poc dealers during their regular ses­ 
sion last night at City Hall. 
The council waded through four dif­ 
ferent split vote motions to get the job 
done. 
The controversial six police car bid 
went to Beattie Ford of Lompoc for 
$2,679 a car and the five compact 
car bid was awarded to Sunset Chev­ 
rolet for Chevy Novas at $1,999 per 
vehicle. 
A third less controversial bid, was 
won by Sunset Chevrolet for a half­ 
ton pickup truck at $2,351.47. 


The low bids by Santa Barbara Chrys- 
ler-Plymouth of Santa Barbara of $2, 
358 per unit for the police cars and 
$1,788 per unit for the compact ve­ 
hicles were refused on the grounds that 
transporting the vehicles to Santa Bar­ 
bara or Santa Maria, where there are 
Chrysler-Plymouth dealers, for war­ 
ranty service and maintenance would 
cost more in the long run than any sav­ 
ings on the low bid. 


The low bid of $2,187.91 by Beard 
Motors of Santa Barbara for the half­ 
ton pickup was rejected for the same 
reason. 


It took two 3-2 votes to gain approval 
of all three items, but different per­ 
sons voted approval in a confusing shift­ 
ing around of the items. 
Councilman Brooks Speight first made 
the motion to accept the low bids on 
all items except the police cars and 
compact cars. 
It was pointed out to

His motion included accepting the 
second low bid on the polic cars and 
the fourth low bid on the compact cars. 
Mayor Robert MacClure objected to 
the fourth low bid on the compact cars 
so Speight then amended his motion to 
eliminate the compact cars from his 
first motion. 
Speight, MacClure and Art Scott all 
voted in favor of the motion.

GOP leader says Nixon 
troop plan irreversible

WASHINGTON (UPI) - Senate Repub- 
lican Leader Hugh Scott said today that 
President Nixon would not reverse the 
withdrawal of U.S. troops from Vietnam 
as a response to increased enemy m ilt 
tary pressures. 
He told the Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee that the troop strength re» 
duction process is “ irreversible.*’ Any 
retaliatory action to cope with stepped 
up communist activity would be through 
other military means, Scott indicated. 
He did not elaborate on that. 


x Nixon has warned the Hanoi regime 
on several occasions that he will take 
appropriate responses if communist o t 
fensives jeopardize the safety of U.S. 
troops during the withdrawal program. 
Scott told newsmen after testifying at 
a Foreign Relations hearing on Vietnam: 
“ I do not anticipate, barring some cat­ 
astrophic occurence — the sentry of 
outside nations — that the reaction of 
the President would be in term s of es­ 
calating troop involvement.” 


“ This process of troop withdrawal, 
and subsequent replacement by the South 
Vietnamese, is a process that has stead­ 
ily gained momentum,” Scott told the 
committee. “ It is irreversible. More im­ 
portantly, it is the right way to achieve 
a real and lasting peace in Vietnam.” 


Anti-pollution 


order by Nixon 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - President Nix­ 
on 
today ordered all federal installa­ 
tions to set a national example by mov­ 
ing to eliminate air and water pollution 
within three years. 
The President issued 
an executive 
order to activate 
a $359 million pro­ 
gram 
under which federal 
facilities, 
including military bases, 
must be in 
compliance with state antipollution stan­ 
dards by the end of 1972. In states not 
having such standards, the administra­ 
tion will set its own.

Jacoby then quickly made a motion 
to reject all 
bids 
and readvertise, 
limiting the bids to only Lompoc deal­ 
ers if those were the only bids the 
council was going to consider. 
This motion was also defeated 2-3 
with only Jacoby and Mrs. Benton in 
favor.

Tug-of-war fight 
set on proposed 
governor’s budget 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) -G o v . Ronald 
Reagan’s proposed $6.48 billion state 
budget set the stage today for an elec­ 
tion - year tug-of-war in the narrowly 
split California Legislature. 
Predictably, 
Republicans 
generally 
endorsed the governor’s “ hoM-the-line” 
spending plan for the next 
fiscal year 
while Democrats 
asserted it “ short­ 
changed” Californians. 
The 
GOP 
chief executive’s 
fourth 
state budget, formally introduced in both 
houses of the Legislature late Tuesday, 
calls for financing state employe pay 
raises and increasing higher educa­ 
tion funds slightly while still combating 
inflationary spending. 
Reflecting one of the tightest finan­ 
cial situations in years, the budget calls 
for few new programs. At the same 
tim e, it proposes 
increased spending 
for such areas as welfare, mental hy­ 
giene 
and the state 
colleges and Uni­ 
versity of California. 
In 
his budget message, the governor 
told 
lawmakers 
his plan would “ equi­ 
tably 
and fairly” distribute the taxpay­ 
e rs’ money and offer “ the greatest ben­ 
efit to the largest number of citizens.” 
Even though Reagan 
submitted one 
of the most austere 
budgets in recent 
years, the state still would spend $90 
million more than it would take in. Pre­ 
vious surpluses would be used to balance 
it. 
As introduced, it reflected an increase 
of only 4.1 per cent over the $6.2 billion 
plan 
Reagan proposed last year. And, 
it is $37 million less than what Reagan 
expects the state to actually spend lur­ 
ing the current fiscal year ending next 
June 30. 
He called on the Legislature to ap­ 
prove a 5 per cent pay increase for state 
government’s 175,000 employes to “ pre­ 
vent erosion of their purchasing power 
by inflation.” He also 
proposed the 
state pay another $2 for each worker’s 
health insurance premium. 
But the California State Employes As­ 
sociation, which has abandoned its pro­ 
mise 
not to strike, 
complained 
that 
Reagan’s 
employe 
proposals 
were 
“ inadequate.” 
The state 
colleges and university 
would receive a record $697 million 
for next year, an increase 
of $62.5 
million. Almost half the sum —$30 mil­ 
lion — would 
be spent on salary hikes. 
The University budget 
would total 
$348 
million while the state colleges 
would receive $329 million.

SAIGON (UPI) — Informed U.S. mili­ 
tary sources said today the United States 
had bombed 41 targets in North Viet­ 
nam since the United States officially 
halted bombing of the North more than 
15 months ago, and that nine manned 
aircraft had been shot down. 
The disclosure came as North Viet­ 
namese troops launched an unusual day­ 
light attack today against an American 
jungle outpost near the Cambodian bord- 
er barely hours before the Communists’ 
four day Tet cease-fire goes into ef­ 
fect (6 p.m. EST). The Americans drove 
off the attackers and killed 43. 
The United States continued recon­ 
naissance flights over the North after 
the bombing halt, and sent out armed 
fighter - bombers to protect the un­ 
armed reconnaissance aircraft. They fly 
under orders to attack North Vietnamese 
antiaircraft sites if they are fired upon. 
U.S. official reports mentioned only 
12 such incidents, and a spokesman said 
it had released information onlyon“ ma> 
jor” actions in the North, and that only 
“ significant” actions in the South are 
reported. Military sources said there 
actually hail been 41 such attacks.

The United States has been reluctant 
to ship ftirther arms to the Middle East. 
President Nixon recently told American 
Jewish leaders he was prepared to sup­

ty of their people.” But the State De­ 
partment assured Arab nations no deci­ 
sion had been reached on Israel’s request 
for arms.

National Aeronautics and Space Ad­ 
ministration officials said the satellite 
was functioning perfectly and in a cir­ 
cular orbit 623 miles from the earth 
at its farthest point and 619 miles at 
its closest point. 
The orbital period was set at 105.22 
minutes. 
The satellite was equipped with two 
electron-bombardment ion engines which 
will run for at least $lx months each. 
The engines are capable of a long burn 
and generate low thrust, which makes 
them ideal for future space voyages when 


space vehicles would not be under tlie 
influence of gravity. 
NASA officials said satisfactory op­ 
eration of the engines for the six months 
periods or longer would be “a mile­ 
stone in the advancement of electronic 
propulsion.” 
A SERT I vehicle made a subor­ 
bital flight in July, 1964 for the first

test 
of the 
ion engine in 
space. 
The engines, invented at the NASA 
Lewis Research Center, Cleveland, are 
potentially more efficient in space than 
either chemical or nuclear rocket en­ 
gines, officials said. 
The engines generate thrust by ion­ 
izing a vaporized propellent,-M ercury— 
electrically acceleration the ions, then 
neutralizing them and expelling them 
at extremely high speeds.

the ion engines cannot operate in the at­ 
mosphere, but require the vacuum of 
space.

SACRAMENTO (UPI)-Gov. 
Ronald Reagan wrestled and 
explored 
and 
projected 
and 
finally concluded, “ I just could 
not hold out any longer” on 
income tax withholding. 
So Tuesday, in a dramatic 
news conference, the Republi­ 
can 
governor 
proposed that 
Californians next January begin 
paying their state income taxes 
through the payroll withholding 
system. 
He also suggested, as part of 
a wide-ranging $645 million tax 
shift, that the sales tax be 
increased from five to six cents 
on the dollar and that property 
taxes be reduced by from 20 to 
40 per cent. 
If the legislature goesalong- 
and there’s no guarantee in an 
election 
year 
that 
it w ill— 
California will become the 37th 
state to collect income taxes 
through withholding. 
“ That sound you hear is the 
concrete cracking around my 
feet,” Reagan said, recalling 
his adamant statement three 
years ago that “ My feet are in 
concrete on my opposition to 
withholding.” 
Withholding would cost Cali­ 
fornians more money the first 
year it went into effect. This is 
because tax payments would be 
accelerated to a pay-as-you-go 
basis. 
Here’s how it would 
work: 
Withholding would begin in 
January and continue through 
the year. In April, citizens also 
would have to pay taxes on 
income 
earned 
during 
the 
previous year—just as they do 
now. Under Reagan’s proposal, 
about 
40 per cent of this 
previous year's tax would be 
“ forgiven.” But taxpayers still 
would be required to send in 
the other 60 рёг cent. 
Thus a man whose normal 
income tax was $100 would 
have to pay $160 during the 1971 
calendar year. After that, his 
tax obligation would revert to 
$100 and be collected through 
withholding. 
Other 
details of Reagan’s 
long-awaited tax revision pro­ 
gram include: 
-A hike in income tax rates 
for married couples earning 
more than $32,000 and single 
persons 
earning 
more 
than 
$16,000. Rates would not in­ 
crease for persons earning less 
than that. 
-A requirement that income 
taxes cannot be raised in the 
future without a two-thirds vote 
of the I legislature. Now it takes 
only a simple majority. 
A 
reduction 
in 
the 
oil 
depletion allowance. 
—Tightening of capital gains 
loopholes. 
—A 1-2 per cent increase in 
bank and corporation taxes. 
-Imposition of a minimum 
tax to assure that “ even the 
very rich” pay some income 
levy. 
The new revenue would be 
spent like this: 
-A 
reduction 
in property 
taxes. Reagan said, for exam­ 
ple, that “ The average taxpay­ 
er living in a $20,000 house who 


now pays a property tax of $500 
a year would have a reduction 
of $200.” 
-Giving each renter a $50 
credit 
on his income tax. 
—Placing a $2.05 foundation 
under each school child, regard­ 
less of where he lives. This 
would produce additional state 
funds 
for 
80 
per 
cent 
of 
California’s school districts.

estimates 
spending $321.2 million on the 
State 
Water 
Project 
and 
beginning a sharp downtrend on 
expenditures 
for 
the nearly 
completed program. 
Water project spending for 
the 
current 
fiscal 
year 
is 
estimated at $360.4 million, a 
difference of $39.2 million. 
By July 1, the beginning of 
fiscal 1970-71, Reagan estimat­ 
es the project will be 90 per cent 
complete or under contract. 
“ Work 
on 
the project is 
steadily 
moving southward,” 
Reagan said, “ with a considera­ 
ble 
amount 
of construction 
being carried on south of the 
Tehachapi Mountains.” 
He said the aqueduct is now 
capable of delivering water 250 
miles 
south 
of 
the 
Delta 
Pumping Plant near Tracy. 
Total budget for the Water 
Resources Department, builder 
of the project, will be $336.5 
million, down by $47.6 million 
from the $384.1 million of 1969- 
70. 
The state has lent the water 
project $100 million from the 
general fund to keep construc­ 
tion going in spite of govern­ 
ment's inability to sell bonds at 
its maximum allowable five per 
cent interest rate.

that agriculture does its share 
to protect California’s environ­ 
ment. 
The $24.3 million spending 
plan 
for the Department of 
Agriculture, down $1.1 million 
from the current fiscal year, 
contains increased appropria­ 
tions in three pesticide control 
programs but a $1 million cut 
in pest prevention programs. 
“ In keeping with the state’s 
concern for the quality of our 
environment,” 
Reagan 
said, 
“ the Department of Agriculture 
is assuming active leadership to 
insure that agriculture’s share 
of responsibility in the fight 
against pollution is met.” 
The governor, proposed boost­ 
ing 
by 
$38,000 
this year’s 
$543,243 program for labeling 
pesticides, increasing by $41, 
000 the $101,448 program to 
license pesticide dealers and 
salesmen, and raising by $113, 
000 the $371,704 program to 
prevent the sale of foods con­ 
taining high levels of dangerous 
bugkillers such as DDT. 
Reagan noted the additional 
pesticide regulatory activities 
were authorized by legislation 
enacted last year.

The increase includes a $30 
million -or 5 per cent -salary 
boost for all employes of the 
nine-campus university and 19- 
campus college network. 


The governor also proposed 
$1.43 billion in state assistance 
to local school districts, a 1.4 
per cent hike over last year’s 
basic allocation. But the total 
sum 
apportioned 
to schools 
dipped slightly since an extra 
$187 million was dispensed on a 
one-time-only basis in 1969. 
State Finance Director Verne 
Orr 
said 
the University of 
California and state colleges 
had agreed to “ accept within 
the 
system” 
any 
student 
qualified for admission. He said 
a student, however, might not 
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be able to get into the specific 
college of his choice. 
The 
university’s proposed 
operating budget for next fiscal 
year totals $348 million, an 
increase of $19 million or 5.6 
per cent over the current year. 
T h e 
governor severely 
slashed construction authoriza­ 
tion for the university from 
$37.5 million this year to $16.1 
million during 1970-71. 
Reagan’s budget for the state 
colleges would appropriate $328 
million compared to the $288 
million for the present year. 
That represents a boost of 14.1 
per cent. 
The governor authorized only 
$34.7 million construction for 
the colleges, whereas they were 
given $53.2 million during this 
year. 
However, the university, in­ 
cluding its own income, gift 
grants and federal funds will 
have $1.01 billion to operate on 
next fiscal year. This marks 
the 
first 
time it has been 
budgeted 
for 
more than $1 
billion in expenditures. 


Total resources available to 
the 
state 
colleges including 
special revenues and federal 
funds total $324.2 million. 
The budget 
estimates the 
university will 
enroll 101,733 
students next year, an increase 
of 5,944 or 6.5 per cent over the 
current school year. 
State college enrollment will 
total 198,015, up 17,200 -or 9.5 
per cent —from the current 
level. 


Verne Orr -the administra­ 
tion’s chief fiscal SDokesman — 
said higher education “ certain­ 
ly hasn’t gone back” during the 
four years Reagan has been in 
office. But he conceded finano- 
ing during that time has grown 
tighter.

Through a 10-cent-a-packtax, 
smokers will contribute $228 
million to the state for the 1970- 
71 fiscal year, compared to 
$233.4 million this fiacal year. 
But the state’s revenue take 
from

alcoholic 
beverages and saloon license 
fees will increase next year. 
This year it is $124.8 million; 
next year it is pegged at $129.2 
million. 
“ With the exception of sweet 
wine, which has been declining 
for several years, per capita 
consumption of alcoholic bever­ 
ages has been steadily rising,” 
the budget said.

SACRAMENTO UPI - State 
revenue from horse race gam­ 
bling is expected to climb to 
$68.4 million during the fiscal 
year beginning July 1, after 
falling this year because of long 
strikes at two major tracks. 
Gov. Ronald Reagan’s budget 
for fiscal 
1970-71 estimates 
horse race income will jump by 
$12.6 million over this year’s 
expected $55.8 million. 
This year’s figure marks a $4 
million drop from the $59.8 
million intake of 1968-69. 
Last year at this time Rea­ 
gan estimated the state would 
net $62.9 million in fiscai t?69- 
70 from horse racing, but the 
recent 27-day strikes by track 
workers at Santa Anita and Bay 
Meadows has cost the state 
millions. 
Track workers voted during 
the weekend to end their walk­ 
out, thus allowing the two fa­ 
cilities 48 days of their sched­ 
uled 70-day meets. 
But in preparing the budget 
the Department of Finance as­ 
sumed meetings at both tracks 
would be canceled this year at 
an ultimate cost to the state 
of $10.4 million. 
Unofficial 
figures had pegged the cost at 
$7 million. 
The total parimutuel handle 
from all horse tracks for the 
current year is estimated at 
$763.5 million, down from the 
1968-69 figure of $802.2 mil­ 
lion. The budget estimates the 
handle in 1970-71 will rise to 
$909.3 million.

$1.5 million laboratory 
in budget to fight smog

SACRAMENTO 
(UPI) - A 
new $1.5 million smog fighting 
laboratory is envisioned in Gov. 
Ronald Reagan’s budget as a 
weapon in his declared war to 
cleanse 
and 
preserve 
the 
natural environment. 
The governor told the legisla­ 
ture that “ California has turned 
the corner on vehicle pollution” 
but 
said 
more research is 
needed. 
He also proposes increased 
funds to combat water pollution 
and protect San Francisco Bay. 
But, as expected, his spend­ 
ing plan for the next fiscal year 
drastically curtails acquisition 
and development of state parks 
along with cutting back state 
subsidies for local recreation 
projects. 
Funds needed to purchase 
and develop park land and to 
help finance local projects is 
snagged in the state’s inability 
to sell bonds in the current 
tight money market. More than 
$50 million is authorized in 
unsold bonds. 
The voters could help thaw 
the frozen funds next June by 
approving an amendment to the 
constitution increasing the max­ 
imum interest rate on state 
bonds from 5 to 7 per cent. This 
presumably 
would allow ttie 
bonds to be sold in the inflated 
market. 
The governor proposes $24.4 
million to operate the Depart­ 
ment of Parks and Recreation 
for the fiscal year starting July 
1 
The 
agency’s 
estimated 
spending for the current year 
totals $31 million. 
Reagan proposes spending no 
park bond money during the 
next year and only $11*3 million 
in 
federal 
funds 
for 
local 
projects. 
His budget calls for only $>1 
million 
in 
acquisition 
and 
development 
for 
parks 
in 
general fund money and a mere 
$134,772 in other state funds. 
“ Our 
pockets 
are 
turned 
inside out,” reported Robert H. 
Meyer, deputy director of parks 
and recreation. 


He saic 
1 *vever, that the 
department lias asked Reagan 
to “ re-examine” the possibility 
of formally listing local recrea­ 
tion projects in the budget so 
they 
would

technically 
authorized in case the bonds 
were sold. 
Reagan said the smog labora­ 
tory, proposed to replace the 
Air Resources Board’s existing 
lab in Los Angeles, would be 
employed to evaluate new air 
pollution control systems and 
perform other tests.

SACRAMENTO (UPI)-Gov. 
Ronald Reagan’s budget calls

other veteransbecause inflation 
has crippled the state’s ability 
to finance loans. 
The governor warned that the 
bond market is so tight that the 
state Department of Veterans 
Affairs will make only 1,500 
loans to veterans during the 
current 
fiscal 
year. 
That 
compares with 7,137 last year. 
Contributing 
to the squeeze, 
Reagan said, is the likelihood 
that 
“ there 
will 
be 
an 
escalation of veterans returning 
to 
civilian 
life 
in view of 
proposed troop reductions in 
Vietnam.” 


Reagan, in his spending plan 
for the fiscal period starting 
July 1, calls for a $50.6 million 
budget for the department. This 
is the agency which administers 
the low cost Cal-Vet farm and 
home loan program. 


Reagan’s proposed veterans’ 
budget represents a reduction 
of $2.7 million from estimated 
spending by 
the department 
this year. 


Because of the state’s inabili­ 
ty to sell bonds in the inflated 
market, 
the 
department 
is 
unable to issue any of its $200 
millions in authorized bonds 
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which could finance the loans. 
The state is banking that 
voters in June will approve a 
constitutional 
amendment in­ 
creasing the maximum interest 
rate on state general obligation 
bonds from 5 to 7 per cent. 
State 
officials 
hope the in­ 
creased rate would enable sale 
of the bonds -thus allowing 
them to make home loans to 
veterans. 
In his budget message to the 
legislature, Reagan said the 
“ minimal” 1,500 loans which 
can be 
financed during the 
remainder of the current fiscal 
year will be financed by $12 
million 
in 
repayments 
on 
existing loans and $13 million 
loaned from the general fund. 
The governor acknowledged 
that while the available cash 
“ falls short of the demand” the 
money “ will help to alleviate 
some of the hardship cases.”

financing elsewhere until state 
funds become available.

spending for welfare and Medi- 
Cal would total $11 billion 
under Gov. Ronald Reagan’s 
1970-71 budget. 
“ This is sucking off all the 
money that might go for other 
programs,” 
Finance Director 
Verne Orr said of the proposed 
$643 million budget for welfare 
and the $453 million appropria­ 
tion for Medi-Cal. 
“ Somewhere this has got to 
be drawn to a halt,” he added. 
Orr said Gov. Ronald Reagan 
will propose legislation this 
session to “ tame it down.” 
The welfare budget includes 
the 
aid 
to 
families 
with 
dependent children program — 
the largest single aid category. 
During 1970-71 it is expected 
that 1 35 million Californians — 
mostly children -will receive 
aid from the AFDC program. 
The 1970-71 welfare budget is 
16 per cent higher than the $554 
million designated in 1969-70. 
The Medi-Cal budget is nearly 
17 per cent higher than the $387 
million budgeted for this fiscal 
year. 


Orr said court rulings which 
require the state to spend more 
money for welfare housing and 
other services could drive up 
the cost of the program. 
In a related area, the finance 
director said staffing standards 
at the state hospitals for the 
mentally ill have reached 100 


per cent and the standards at 
the hospitals for the mentally 
retarded are at about 80 per 
cent.

Insurance re-evaluation 
approved by supervisros 


County supervisors agreed 
with County Administrative Of­ 
ficer R. D. Johnson Monday 
that consideration be given to 
reevaluating the county’s health 
insurance coverage on the basis 
of claims service complaints 
being made against Blue Cross 
of Southern California. 


The supervisors at the same 
time approved a higher rate 
schedule presented by Blue 
Cross, effective April 15, and 
authorized the county’s increas­ 
ed costs of about $1,200 month­ 
ly. 
Johnson, who informed the 
board that the county’s pact 
with Blue Cross could be ter­ 
minated by either party on 30- 
day notice, said the rates have 
increased each year for the 
past three years. He stressed 
that the amount of dissatisfac­ 
tion over the current plan was 
such that re-bidding county cov­ 
erage might be preferable. 


Zack Stringer, general mana­ 
ger, County Employees Assn., 
backed Johnson in his recom­ 
mendations. 
Johnson had also 
recommended that his office 
and Personnel Director Wilbur 
Wagstaff be authorized to ne­ 
gotiate with an insurance con­ 
sultant to develop a contract 
for 
preparation of specifi­ 
cations and re-bidding the plan. 
Robert 
J. 
Fleisher, 
and 
James W. Graham, insurance 
brokers, told the board they 
stood ready to give consultant 
advice 
regarding the county 
plan, while underwriting poli­ 
cies. They said they would 
waive any fee. 
Johnson said the service of a 
consultant such as he had in 
mind might cost the county 
from $1,500 to $2,000. 
He said he preferred an im­ 
partial consultant, noting that 
Fleisher and Graham are as­ 
sociated with New York Life

No protest 
on liquor 
license 


The Board of Supervisors de­ 
clined this week to adopt a for­ 
mal resolution of protest in 
connection with the application 
of Santa Barbara concession­ 
aire Marvin Grant to the state 
for an onsale liquor license at 
Earl Warren Showgrounds. 
This came after Allen Ross, 
secretary-manager of the 19th 
District Agricultural Assn. and 
Grant informed the board that 
sale of liquor at special events 
at the showgrounds would be 
conducted basically in the same 
manner as now is done. 
The only difference would be, 
Ross explained, in a letter, was 
that Grant would sell the liquor 
as requested by leasees of the 
showgrounds rather than op­ 
erate through a person now 
holding an on-sale license.

Assemblymen to explain 
coastal commission 


Assemblymen John Dunlap 
(Napa) and Alan Sieroty (Bev­ 
erly Hills) will meet with com­ 
munity conservation leaders 
to discuss legislation to estai> 
lish a California coastal con­ 
servation and development com­ 
mission (CCDC). 
The meeting, sponsored by 
Scenic Shoreline Preservation 
Conference, is scheduled at 4:30 
p.m. this Thursday, February 5, 
at Bray’s 101, phone reserva­ 
tions to 964-2492. 
In a statement today Assem­ 
blyman Sieroty said their pur­ 
pose in meeting here is “ to 
generate strong local support 
for a bill that will undoubtedly 
be challenged by oil compan­ 
ies and other developers of the 
coastal zone.” 
Their legislation is patterned 
after the recently enacted San 
Francisco 
Bay Conservation 
and Development Commission 
(BCDC) to protect the t?ay from 
land fill projects and other det­ 
rimental activities. 
The Dunlap - Sieroty bill 
would empower such a commis­ 
sion through a permit system to 
prevent any project causing ir­ 
reversible damage to the coast­ 
line. Local communities would 
have a strong voice in CCDC 
as members of a number of 
regional commissions respon­ 
sible for local sections of the 
coastline. 
Sieroty said the commission 
would provide a healthy curb 
to oil company exploitation of 
coastal areas: “ Hie shoreline 
belongs to the public, 
oil 
development ought not be allow­ 
ed to obliterate the rights of 
people to enjoy uncluttered 
ocean views, unpolluted surf, 


unimpaired fisheries and un­ 
spoiled beaches.” 
Warning of the dangers to 
the ocean from release of heat­ 
ed effluents and radioactive con­ 
taminants 
from atomic real­ 
tors, Assembly Sieroty said 
that “ the coastline is particu­ 
larly endangered because it 
offers the most economical lo­ 
cation 
for 
nuclear 
power 
plants.” 


He stressed that the proposed 
commission should not allow 
either conventional oil or coal- 
fired plants or nuclear power 
plants to be located on Cali­ 
fornia beaches, since “ their 
structures are not compatible 
with the natural aesthetics of 
the shoreline. 
“ Instead, we should look to 
underground sites, and to inland 
sites away from population cen­ 
ters, where a number of plants 
could be clustered together 
thereby making it economical 
to pump cooling water to them 
over long distances.” 
Sieroty said he and Assem­ 
blyman Dunlap were visiting 
Santa Barbara in the conviction 
that 
meaningful 
legislation 
could be passed with the strong 
articulate support of citizen 
groups. 
“ I believe this kind of public 
campaign is overdue,” Sieroty 
concluded. “ We have suffered 
long enough from the destruc­ 
tion of the coastline environ­ 
ment by oil, sewage and pesti­ 
cide pollution, industrial wastes 
oil tanker discharges, power 
plants, unsightly structures, un­ 
concerned governmental bodies 
and insensitive land develop 
ers.” 


Contract 
awarded 
for jail 


Communications equipment, 
including closed-circuit tele­ 
vision cameras and inter-com 
units, will be installed in the 
multi-million dollar new coun­ 
ty jail in Goleta Valley at an 
approximate cost of $152,900.

Public Works Director Nor­ 
man Caldwell said the sher­ 
iff’s department sought to elim­ 
inate some items to bring the 
low bid figure closer to the 
$110,000 estimate of the archi­ 
tects.

N E W Y O R K —( N E A ) - 
Novelist Hallie Burnett re­ 
cently became a mother-in- 
law for the second time.

Mrs. Burnett feels she has 
escaped such a fate, using 
her n e w s p a p e r m a n son 
John’s 
wife 
for 
practice. 
However, the mother-in-law 
per se is still left in the out­ 
field by many couples, she 
said. 


“There is still a hidden 
antagonism to the mother-in- 
law and it is a very serious 
m atter,” she added. “ Most 
girls are not prepared for 
the role of a daughter-in-law. 
It is a most serious role. A 
young man, especially, wants 
his two women to love each 
other, but it is difficult to 
love a stranger not of your 
own choice."

A family compliment to 
mom’s cooking is that she 
always seems to have some­ 
thing on hand to cook and 
Mrs. Burnett includes a spe­ 
cial section in the cookbook 
to help brides not at home in 
the k i t c h e n s e e m like 
whizzes in this area. too. 
Her testing of recipes took 
place in the cozy modern 
kitchen of a one-time char­ 
coal burner’s cottage circa

Arthur Goldberg, the former 
Supreme Court 
justice who 
represents Flood, said the 32- 
year-old outfielder is willing to 
play 
for St. Louis with or 
without a contract until the 
court issues a decision. 


Goldberg’s offer countered 
one made by Mark Hughes, the 
Phillies’ 
attorney, who said 
Flood could appear for practice 
with 
Philadelphia 
and play 
without prejudicing his lawsuit. 
Goldberg said his client was not 
seeking damages but wants an 
injunction restraining the use of 
the reserve clause in trading 
him to the Phillies. 


“ Flood does not want to be 
thrown into servitude,” said 
Goldberg, 
adding that Flood 
wants to remain in St. Louis 
where he resides and has a 
business. Goldberg alsotoldthe 
court that his client was not 
asking for retroactive results 
but only for a modified reserve 
clause to govern foture dealings 
between players and clubs.

Financial football 


N EW Y O R K —<NEA)—With apologies to everyone from 
Secretary of the Treasury David M. Kennedy to'bookkeep­ 
ing housewives, the following is an attempt at a financial 
story by one who, at age 5, went bankrupt with a lemonade 
stand. 
The professional 
football 
draft, 
recently completed, 
brings this all to mind. Folks like Terry Bradshaw and 
Mike Phipps and Steve Owens and their lawyers will be 
negotiating large, long-term, complicated contracts with 
their teams, as did O. J 
Simpson and Leroy Keyes 
and others last season, and 
other stars in other sea­ 
sons. 
And it is no secret that 
the clubs, despite laying 
out 
s u m p t u o u s 
bonus 
deals, can make a lot of 
money themselves, even if 
the player does not drive 
the turnstiles dizzy. 
The 
way 
a 
team 
can 
and has made goodly sums 
by 
investments 
is 
privi­ 
leged information, but the 
Zenith 
Funding Corp. 
of 
Los Angeles has detailed 
for us a brief, relatively 
uncomplex example of de­ 
ferred 
payment 
through 
mutual 
funds 
and 
insur­ 
ance. 
It has been reported that 
Steve Spurrier. San Fran­ 
cisco 49er quarterback, has 
such a deal. A Heisman 
Trophy winner, he was se­ 
lected from Florida in the tirst round of the 1967 A FL-N FL 
draft. 
The following is a hypothetical example, based on the 
performance of a real mutual fund over 20 years. What 
happens in the future is. of course, dependent solely on the 
giowth, or appreciation, of the economy. 
The example: 
Skip is the bonus player, the Racers are his team. The 
owners have put $60,000 cash into a mutual fund (this was 
1948, since the last 20 years is the last such period for 
which complete mutual fund data is available). At the 
same time, the team takes out a whole life insurance pol­ 
icy on Skip, with a face value of $150,000. The ball club is 
the beneficiary. The Racers use their mutual fund shares 
as collateral to borfow from a bank, which pays the in­ 
surance premiums. 
After 10 years, on Dec 31, 1958. the team owes the bank 
for the premiums, plus interest, a total of $25,406 But the 
value of the mutual funds, with dividends reinvested and 
capital gains put back, has grown to $406,098. 
So, after paying the bank for the 10-year period, the 
Racers’ net proceeds are $380,692. And the cash value of 
the insurance policy is now $11.250. giving the Racers a 
total value of ¿391.942. 
At this point, the club redeems some of the fund shares 
and transfers $150,000 of this growth money into a sepa­ 
rate withdrawal plan account for the player. Skip begins 
drawing $9.000 a year from this account and does so for the 
next 10 years. 
The Racers now have a balance of $*231.692 in their main 
mutual fund account. They continue to reinvest dividends 
and put back capital gains for the next 10 years, ending 
Dec. 31. 1968. The value of the fund shares mounts to 
$813,257. 
Now that everyone is sufficiently confused, except for 
the team and the player, who are’ sufficiently wealthier, 
this account will draw to a close with a few final remarks 
This financing does not stop here, but can grow even 
greater with an expanding economy. Currently, the coun 
try is in a recession and a program like the one detailed 
above may not look good at this time. The argument for 
the program is that it is long-range, and economists gen­ 
erally believe there w ill be another financial surge upward 
Now, it must be emphatically stated that the above view 
is not a plug of any sort for mutual funding, since this 
writer would not know a mutual fund from Marvin G ar­ 
dens. 
It is simply an attempt to show that one need not feel 
sorry for a football team that shells out $400.(XK) for a gu\ 
who can throw a lump of leather 75 yards.

Someone who made more 
than one billion dollars in six 
years is expected to spend it 
on snazzy cars and chauf­ 
feurs, a mansion or three 
and long holidays in jet-set 
resorts. Perot still drives his 
own 1965 model car and lives 
in a relatively modest house 
in Texarkana, Tex. and he 
spent his Christm as vacation 
flying around Southeast Asia 
with a planeload of food, 
clothing and medicine for 
Americans held prisoner in 
North Vietnam.

Chinese restaurants have introduced Americans to a delightful 
beef appetizer which can now become a part of the repertoire 
of California hostesses. The recipe has moved from Chinese chefs 
to home economists for the California Beef Council, who develop­ 
ed the following recipe for the hot, spicy appetizers to be made 
in several ways: fry them or bake them; wrap them in parchment 
paper or foil. They are even delectable (but less rare) when 
made an hour earlier and held in a warm oven.

Inflation continues to hit 
the restaurant business 
hard Food and labor costs 
constantly are rising. Laun­ 
dry, a major expense in 
places like the Forum and 
Four Seasons in New York, 
constantly gets a greater 
share of the budget. So does 
garbage collection. Restau­ 
rants and eating places 
have two choices—either to 
pass these ris in g costs 
along to the customer or to 
find new gimmicks to help 
solve them. 


“ The big-check r e s ta u ­ 
rants, haunts of the ex- 
pense-account people, may 
feel the pinch first. Many 
companies 
are 
beginning 
to trim entertaining costs. 
But people will continue to 
eat out. They will probably 
change to less expensive 
but good restaurants,” Blu­ 
menthal predicts.

With Clean Hands

Looking for a practical 
and rewarding New Year’s 
resolution? Then resolve al­ 
ways to use lots of soap and 
water in your kitchen. 
Let’s face it. Food poison­ 
ing ranks second only to the 
common cold as the most 
frequent cause of illness in 
the United States. 
“ To avoid food poisoning, 
people should learn a few 
Facts about basic hygiene. 
Many do not realize that we 
should wash our hands in 
soapy water after handling 
raw ‘meat, poultry or eggs 
before working with other 
foods,” reports Elsie Daw­ 
son, supervisory food tech­ 
nologist with the Agriculture 
Research Service in Belts- 
ville, Md. 
Miss Dawson, head of the 
Consumer Use of Food Labo­ 
ratory, University of Cali­ 
fornia ( B e r k e l e y ) , adds. 
“ Anyone c o o k i n g should 
keep her hands away from 
her mouth, nose and hair. 
Also, anyone ill or with an 
infected cut should not pre­ 
pare the meal. It also is 
wise not to use the hands for 
mixing foods, at least when­ 
ever possible.” 
Don’t dip a spoon or fork 
into cooking food a second 
time. Use a fresh one for 
s e c o n d dipping. This also 
will help prevent food from 
being contaminated by bac­ 
teria. 
Certain bacteria growing 
in food may cause illness by 
entering the body and set­ 
ting up infections in the di­ 
gestive tract. Other bacteria 
may cause t o x i n s which 
c a u s e illness. Salmonella 
spreads simply and easily 


the emphasis on washing 
their hands so frequently 
while preparing food, this 
spokesman for the campaign 
by the USDA and the GMA 
replies: 


“ Yes, many are. But most 
tell me after my broadcasts 
that they never before real­ 
ized how important it can 
be in preventing food con­ 
t a m i n a t i o n .

This effort concentrates on 
proper storage, preparation 
and serving of “ sensitive” 
foods, such as meat, poul­ 
try, fish, eggs and dairy 
foods; also on dishes which 
contain these products—cus­ 
tards, creamy sauces, dress­ 
ings, casseroles and gravies. 
“ We e m p h a s i z e clean 
hands, clean counters and 
clean utensils to p r e v e n t 
contamination.

Few Know of Indians’ Plight

'fhe American Indian today 
is in such a state of misery, 
in fact, that nobody knows 
exactly how bad. “ Our scales 
lor measuring poverty don’t 
hardly get that low,’’ says 
one federal welfare offiical. 
Buffy Sainte-Marie, the full 
blood Cree who laments her 
ireople’s plight in folk songs,

For the World's Illiterates

The M exican govern­ 
m ent is pow erless to prevent 
visitors from w alking way

But it was the UNESCO 
statistics on illiteracy, base I 
on a survey of 92 m em b er 
states, that w as most s ta r ­ 
tling. F a r from decreasing, 
the n um ber of illiterates has 
increased by 70 million in 
the last 10 years. This m eans 
that there are now 810 md- 
lion adult illiterates out of 
a total world population of 
2.3 b i l l i o n adults, acco rd ­ 
ing to the m ost pessim istic 
estim ates, or. one in every 
three adults cannot read or 
write. 
The paradox is that the 


percentage of illiterates has

against illiteracy, a su rp ris­ 
ing am ount is being done by 
the backw ard nations th e m ­ 
selves without international 
aid. In som e of these na­ 
tions, the percentage of the 
budget e a rm a rk e d for e d u c a ­ 
tion is five tim es that in the 
m ore a d v a n c e d w estern 
countries. 
P resident N asser has put 
the burden on Egyptian e m ­ 


ployers, telling them to teach 
their w orkers to read and 
w rite by 1975, or else. Libya 
and Syria likewise are try ­ 
ing to outlaw illiteracy by 
decree 


In Latin A m erica, Brazil 
has put a tax on betting to 
finance its literacy program , 
while G u atem ala and Vene- 
z u e l a h a v e a m b i t i o u s 
schem es, 
Colombia 
c e 1 e- 
brated the 150th a n niversary 
of its independence this y ear 
by launching a literacy p ro­ 
g ra m in 44 towns and vil­ 
lages in the n am e of Simon 
Bolivar. 


Since the World L iteracy 
Congress, held in T eheran in 
1965, a whole new approach 
to illiteracy is being tried. 
“ We no longer look upon lit­ 
e racy as a problem of ed u c a ­ 
tion in isolation.’’ says John 
C airns, the C anadian 
who 
is in ch a rg e of U NESCO’s 
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lunctional literacy pro g ram . 
An underdeveloped country 
cannot industrialize without 
a literate working force.

“ Classes a re held in the

Although the protesting students claim that their protest is 
judged solely on the fact that they request a public hearing of 
the matter, it is difficult to see where such a hearing will ac­ 
complish anything other than inflame the situation. 
Personnel discussions should be held in public for the very 
obvious reasons. 
It is getting so that militant students trust no one except them­ 
selves. 
It is also interesting to note that University officials reveal 
that Thursday and Friday’s protest actions 
were supported 
vigorously by a group of radicals from other UC campuses 
who happened to be present to lend their support to the “ Get 
Out Oil” demonstration at Steam’s Wharf. 
Legitimate protest should be protected and advocated. Illegi­ 
timate protest should be ignored. 
All facts in this particular case identify the current UCSB 
protest illegitimate. 


The Pussycats 


Everybody’s 
protesting something,

the increasing militancy of women. Some 
are really ultramilitant with names such 
as WITCH (Women’s International Con­ 
spiracy from Hell) or SCUM (Society 
to Cut Up Men).

A New York writer, Jeannie Sakol, is 
the founder of the Pussycats and she 
doesn’t want anybody to get the wrong im­ 
pression. They are not disposable love 
objects nor “ pea - brained housewives.’’ 
She claims that her group shares the 
same basic causes as the militant fem­ 
inists such as day-care centers for work­ 
ing mothers; repeal of abortion laws and 
equal pay for equal work. 
The specific and distinct difference be­ 
tween Jeannie’s group and the ultra­ 
militants is that they don’t believe in 
shouting about it or burning their bras 
over it. 
They believe in the use of affection in 
the battle between sexes, like rubbing a 
man’s back when he comes home tired. 
Their slogans reflect this attitude: “ Men 
are our friends, not our enemies.“ 
“ Militants make noise; we make love,’’ 
“ The lamb chop is mightier than the 
karate chop.’’ 
In our opinion, they are following age- 
old ways to get their ways. They could 
just as well use that time-worn slogan: 
“ The way to a man’s heart is through his 
stomach.” 


Well, anyway, Miss Sakol says that her 
activities may all sound and look a lit­ 
tle silly or mildly superficial. “ But 
we’re starting some waves, and are 
making people laugh and are serious 
in our intent,” she states. “ What more 
could you ask? Humor is missing in 
dissent today. Because you smile 
doesn’t mean you’re less serious.”

We wish all the power — well, a lit­ 
tle bit, anyway —to Miss Sakol and her 
Pussycat movement.

WASHINGTON — The political magic 
that President Nixon can work on tele­ 
vision was brilliantly illustrated in his 
veto of the $19.7 billion appropriation 
bill for Health, Education and Welfare. 
Even his opponents conceded that it was 
a masterful performance. 
Aside from the skill of the perfor­ 
mance 
— that stroke 
of the pen with perhaps 
30 million Americans 
looking on — the Pres­ 
ident 
had 
a lot go­ 
ing for him. The heart 
of the dispute, 
the 
$600 million for aid 
to 
districts 
with 
schools 
overcrowded 
with government and 
defense workers, 
is the kind of crutch 
that should long since have been discar­ 
ded for a rational over-all plan. The 
President promises such a plan. 
But , so far as the spiral of inflation is 
concerned, the dispute is an empty cha­ 
rade. The President might have signed 
the bill, since there is nothing in the 
law that could compel him to spend ap­ 
propriated money above what he deemed 
right and reasonable. Several 
presi­ 
dents have simply refused to spend funds 
above levelj they have set independent 
of Congress. This, however, would have 
deprived Mr. Nixon of the televised sor­ 
tie on the dragon of inflation. 
Prices are rising steadily and dra- 


controls 


Asia, latin America, Africa and the 
rest, reduce American involvement.” 
The language is pretty plain, fitting 
even for editorialists and diplomatic cor­ 
respondents, who have a tendency to be 
dazzled by their own gems of analysis. 
Furthermore, 
the President made 
one or two other specific references to 
“ other parts of the world” in his July 
25 Guam utterances. 
Since that date, any diligent inquiry 
within administration circles would have 
provided private confirmation that the 
President is indeed thinking of “ lower­ 
ing the U.S. profile” everywhere —and 
not least in Western Europe where we 
today have some 300,000 in armed forc­ 
es on station under the NATO pact. 
Nixon has scrupulously 
avoided any 
talk of cutting back on U.S. “ commit­ 
ments” abroad, in Asia, Eruope or wher­ 
ever. In a little - noticed Wisconsin 
speech, Defense Secretary Melvin Laird 
slipped once and spoke of trimming com­ 
mitments. His office quickly applied a 
corrective. 
For, beyond doubt, that is scare talk 
to nations which still place heavy reli­ 
ance upon either a substantial U.S. pres­ 
ence or a strong American posture of 
assistance in maintaining their own 
security. 
A thread of complete consistency runs 
through the President's statements on 
this issue, from Guam through State of 
the Union, In a State of the Union utter­ 
ance which was a perfect echo of last 
July, he said: 
“ We shall be faithful to our treaty 
commitments, but we shall reduce our 
involvement and our presence in other 
nations’ affairs.” 
The July 25 signal that we are chang­ 
ing our world role is clearly seen, but 
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it is not made so much of as to fright­ 
en anybody into thinking we are “ cutting 
out.” 
It is probably not by chance that the 
President, in all his declarations about 
reducing involvements everywhere, nev­ 
er before has used the word “ Europe” 
specifically. 
Our military manpower involvement 
there (that 300,000) is the largest any­ 
where outside Vietnam. Nixon, having 
sounded out European leaders in his 
1969 winter visit, knows that any talk of 
truly massive manpower reductions by 
us would send the continent into should­ 
ers. 
The inside word, nevertheless, is that 
we are going to undertake a sizable cut­ 
back in our European force levels, 
though most likely not before 1971 The 
intervening time is needed to prepare 
the NATO countries for the impending 
change. 
If their leaders can read, they would 
have found some further signals in the 
State of the Union message: 
“ Today the great industrial nations of 
Europe . , . have a new sense of pride 
and dignity, and a determination to as­ 
sume the responsibility for their own 
defense. 
“ That is the basis of the doctrine I 
announced at Guam.... 
“ The nations of each part of the 
world should assume the primary re­ 
sponsibility for their own well-being...” 
Nixon is telling Europe to get ready 
to bear a bigger share of its own de­ 
fense load. Without mentioning the pull- 
out of a single U.S. soldier, he is tell­ 
ing our Western allies — as plainly as 
can be done without dates and numbers 
of men — that a withdrawal will 
coming.

Five 
days before his dramatic 
veto United 
States Steel announced a 4.6 per cent 
price increase on 16 per cent of all 
steel products. As invariably happens, 
big steel joined the parade of other pro­ 
ducers who are careful to keep in step. 
Last August 
steel 
producers 
an­ 
nounced a price increase 
of 4.8 per 
cent on other products. These are the 
components going into motorcars, re­ 
frigerators, all the goods that are part 
of the affluent society. The price rise is 
passed on at once to the consumer. The 
steel 
industry has been operating at 
73 per cent of capacity, 
according to 
Iron Age, with imports down nearly 4,- 
000,000 tons. 
The auto manufacturers have warned 
of price increases in 1970, even though 
production has dropped 
6 per cent and 
there is a big inventory of unsold cars. 
Walter Reuther, head of the United 
Auto 
Workers 
Union, 
is 
laying the 
groundwork 
for new 
wage demands 
when the UAW contract expires in Sep­ 
tember. This will send the price of autos 
up again. Such wage increases are pass­ 
ed on automatically despite Reuther’s 
statistical argument that the companies 
could absorb them and still show a gen­ 
erous profit. 
Here is the raw fuel of inflation. The 
price rise for December was 3/4 per cent 
nationwide. That chilled the optimism of 
those who had been saying the rate of 
increase was slowing. The over-all rise 
for 1969 was 6.1 percent, a record since 
the big bulge of 1951 
and the start of 
the Korean war. 
Medical costs are skyrocketing. They 
increased .7 per cent in December, 
Food costs are likely to climb 
in the 
weeks ahead because of the effect of the 
severe winter on Florida fruit and veg­ 
etable crops. 


The President is aiming for a thin 
surplus in the budget for the fiscal year 
1971. 
That is the Republican formula 
for curbing inflation and restoring fis­ 
cal responsibility, in his State of the 
Union message Mr. Nixon blamed the 
Democratic deficits of the ’60s, a total 
of $57 billion, 
for the vice spiral. 
But, in light of the raw fuel let loose 
in the economy, budget balancing is a 
doubtful 
remedy. It is difficult to be­ 
lieve that it can have the slightest effect 
in the current calendar year. 
Even a 
recession, and increasingly knowledge­ 
able observers are convinced this is the 
present direction, will not necessarily 
bring prices down. Gloomsters such as 
Leon 
Keyserling, who was Harry Tru­ 
man’s chairman of the Council of Econ­ 
omic 
Advisers, point out that in the 
deepest postwar recession, 1957-58, pri­ 
ces climbed sharply. 
Mr. Nixon abandoned the Johnson wage- 
price 
guidelines. Certainly, they had 
begun to fray out. He scorns 
the jaw­ 
boning of the Kennedy-Johnson 
years 
when both industry and labor were tak­ 
en to the woodshed for stern exhorta­ 
tion. 
The only visible answer, therefore, 
is wage and price control or some equi­ 
valent form of restraint. In private even 
some of the Nixon advisers are begin­ 
ning to say that this may be the only 
choice left. And the hour is very late. 
Politically 
speaking, the President 
can continue to put the blame on the 
Democrats. They simply 
yielded 
to 
congressional 
pressure and followed 
the line of least 
resistance on the 
385 
congressional 
districts that get 
federal 
school aid on the “ impacted 
area” basis. 
But that is not an answer 
to the ravage of inflation, with the fear­ 
ful cost in every department of life.

of one or 
more of the five people

in 
the Tate 
home. 
In a sim ilar situation, Susan Atkins, 
the girl involved with the Manson Fam­ 
ily, and who finally revealed the grue­ 
some story, at first had a court appoint­ 
ed attorney to defend her because she 
did not have the necessary funds. 
Her attorney recently reported to 
the court that Miss Atkins has retain­ 
ed him as her private counsel, re­ 
moving him from the appointment by 
court order, and she will pay him 
with funds she received from an ex­ 
clusive interview for her story.
